gifts  of  rationed  goods  ha.s  been  Mis- 
understood, according  to  querie.s  coming  in  here.     Here's  the  dope:    You  must  sur- 
render ration  starips  for  purchases  of  rationed  goods,-  but  you  may  give  'those  ,'^oods 
as  Christmas  presents  without  collecting  stamps.     However,  farmers  are  still  held 
to  rules  governinr-;;  their  products  —  if  you  are  a  farmer  and  give  away  more  than  50 
quarts  of  canned  goods  per  person  in  yaur  family,  you  must  collect  stamps  for  all 
over  the  50  quarts;  you  must  still  collect  stamps  for  all  home-slaughtered- meats 
(and  meat  products),  whether  they  are  given  away  or  sold.    However,  if  you  use  your 
own  stamps  to  purchase  such  goods  for  gifts, 'you  may  give  them  without  collecting 
points.  ^
